AMENDMENT TO THE DRAWINGS 

Please replace sheet 1 containing FIG. 1 and FIG. 2 with replacement sheet 1 identifying 
FIG. 1 and FIG. 2 as Prior Art. 
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REMARKS 

This application has been reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed December 21, 
2006. Reconsideration of this application in view of the below remarks is respectfully requested. 
Claims 1 - 4 are pending in the application with Claim 1 being in independent form. By the 
present amendment, Claims 1 - 4 are amended. No new subject matter is introduced into the 
disclosure by way of the present amendment. 

Initially, the Examiner has indicated that Claims 2-4 recite patentable subject matter and 
would be allowed if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims; and overcoming the claim objections outlined below. 

Claim 1 has been amended to place the claim in better grammatical condition. Amended 
Claim 1 recites: ". . .a plurality of non-binary sequence converters for mapping a binary sequence 
into an independent non-binary sequence for each group of the multiple groups by using a group 
ID assigned to each group. . ." 
I. Objection to the Drawings 

FIGS. 1 and 2 have been objected to because these figures should be designated as - Prior 
Art - since only that which is old is illustrated. A Replacement Sheet for Figures 1 and 2 is 
enclosed. Accordingly, drawing sheet 1 , containing FIG. 1 and 2, has been replaced with a new 
drawing sheet designating FIG. 1 and 2 as prior art. 

Therefore, Applicants submit that the objection to FIG. 1 and FIG. 2 has been obviated. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the objections with regard to FIG. 1 
and FIG. 2. 
II. Objection to Claims 1-4 
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Claims 1 - 4 are objected to for several informalities. Specifically, in Claim 1 the 
Examiner requires that the terms FH-FDMA and ID be defined; in Claim 2, the Examiner avers 
that "the non-binary" in line 1 should be "the plural non-binary", "receiving a" in line 3 should 
be "receiving the", and "each divided" in line 8 should be "each of the divided"; in Claim 3 a 
period is required at the finish; and in Claim 4 the phrase "and some" in line 5 should be "and 
said some". 

Regarding defining FH-FDMA and ID in Claim 1, Applicants submit that such definition 
is not required since the term "FH-FDMA" is clearly defined in the specification and the term 
"ID" is well known in the art as an abbreviation for "identifier". However, in an effort to advance 
prosecution, Claim 1 has been amended to recite: ". . .frequency hopping frequency division 
multiple access (FH-FDMA) communication system. . .group identifier (ID). . ." 

Claim 2 has been amended to recite "the plural non-binary", "the binary sequence", and 
"each of the divided bands" as suggested by the Examiner, and in Claim 3 the period has been 
added as suggested by the Examiner. 

Regarding Claim 4, the phrase "and some" has been replaced with "and some of the". 

Also, the Examiner avers that line 1 of Claims 2-4 should read "The frequency hopping 
sequence generator" rather than "The generator". Such an amendment is not believed to be 
necessary because it is clear that "The generator" is referring to the frequency hopping sequence 
generator of Claim 1. However, since the requested change would not impact the scope of the 
claims in any way, Claims 2 - 4 has been amended as requested by the Examiner. 

Moreover, Claims 1 - 4 have been amended as necessary to correct any grammatical and 
typographical errors found. 
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Therefore, Applicants submit that the objections to Claims 1 - 4 have been obviated. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the objections with regard to Claims 
1-4. 

IH. Rejection of Claim 1 Under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

Additionally, Claim 1 is rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
obvious over U.S. Patent No. 7,1 16,699 issued to Batra et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,351,643 issued to Haartsen et al. 

The Examiner asserts that Batra et al. discloses all the limitations recited in Claim 1 
except that the system is an FH-FDMA communication system. To overcome this deficiency, 
Haartsen et al. is introduced for its teaching of FH-FDMA communication systems. 

However, Batra et al. fails to disclose or suggest a plurality of non-binary sequence 
converters for mapping a binary sequence into an independent non-binary sequence for each 
group of the multiple groups by using a group ID assigned to each group. 

The Examiner points to FIG. lc as disclosing the plurality of non-binary sequence 
converters, however, FIG. lc only illustrates a single legacy hop kernel and a single structured 
frequency re-mapper. The Examiner has equated the legacy hop kernel to Applicants' one binary 
sequence generator and the structured frequency re-mapper to Applicants' plural non-binary 
sequence converters. Thus, since FIG. lc shows only one structured frequency re-mapper, Batra 
et al. fails to disclose a plurality of non-binary sequence converters. 

Therefore, Claim 1 is believed to be allowable over the cited prior art references. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection with regard to Claim 1 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Batra et al. in view of Haartsen et al. 
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CONCLUSIONS 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that all 
claims presently pending in the application, namely, Claims 1 - 4 are believed to be in condition 
for allowance and patentably distinguishable over the art of record.
